Oar Circuit Judge vs. the Code of Prac- 
tice. 

Most of our readers have heard of Hon. Eli 
Jah F. Nutull, Judgeof this Judicial District, 
and those a ho have read our comments upon his 
opinion in the case of Hatdestv, for killing 
Grubb, will hardly be supprised at anything which 
lit- may take it into his head to do iu his charac- 
ter us Judge of the laws of the land. But al- 
though we do not expect to startle atiy one by 
puMUhing s new eccentricity on the part of this 
very learned and able exponent of the law, we 
derm it our duty to the lawyers of the State to 
inform them that the Code of Practice, to which 
they have long been accustomed to refer, is not 
esteemed a* sound law by at least one astute 
legal functionary in Kentucky. 

The Graud Jury of Franklin county at a 
former term found an indictment of mantlaughter 
against one Shjndlkbower for killing a man 
n.imed Maney. The case was tried at the term 
of our Court which has just adjourned, before 
the Hon. Elijah F. Nuttall. The proof intro- 
duced by the Commonwealth was such as satis- 
fied ut rv one who heard it that the accused was 
guilty of the crime of murder, committed in a 

of every man revolt at. When the testimony 
had been closed on both sides the Judge sug 
gested that the actus d was guilty of murder or 

nothing; and, thereupon, the Attorney for the 
Commonwealth moved the Court to discharge 
the jury in the ptesent trial, and re submit the 
case to the Grand Jury, which was at that mo 

roent in session in an upper room of the Court 
House. This n.otion was founded upon the fol- 
lowing section of the Criminal Code. 

K I If, during the trial, the court shall be 
o f opinion that the facts proved constitute an 
off. n-e of a nigher uature than that charged in 
the imiicitneiit, it may dnect the jury to be dis 
chared, m| all prececding to be suspended, un 
til the ca-e can be re submitted to a grand jury, 
and may «•■ <lcr the defendant to be commuted, 
or admit him to bail, to auswer any new iudict 
ment which m.iy be found against him for the 
highest uflViuc. It' an indictment is not found 
tor the higher offense before the next graud jury 
are discharged, the court must proceed to try 
th. deU-ndanl on the oiigiual indictment." 

This motion was overruled by Judge Nuttall, 
upon lite ground that the provision of the Code 
was unconstitutional, in that the prisoner bad 
been put iu jeopardy in the present trial and 
could not be so placed again by another trial, 
upon another indictment, for the same offense.

Kentucky Colonization Society the subject of the 
report of Rev. A.M. Cowan, Agent of the So 
ciety, of his visit to examine into the social, 
moral, aud political condition of Liberia, was 
fully discussed The following resolutions were 
adopted aud ordered to be signed by the officers 
of the Board, and be printed as the expressed 
sentiments of this Board of the Liberiau Enter 
prise: 

The Rev. A. M. Cowan, agent of the Ken 
tucky Colouization Society, having, at the re 
quest of the lociety, visited Liberia, in Alrica, 
and having reported, in exteuded form, the re 
suit of his observations, it seems proper that the 
Directors of said Society should, alter having 
carefully examined thit icport, make some pub 
lie announcement of their conclusions. 

1. They have the most entire confidence in 
the perfect candor aud truthluluess of all the 
statements of facts contained in said report, and 
the general propriety of the iulerenoes, drawn 
from the facts slated, — and value of suggestions 
for the futu> e government of those interested in 
Liberia 

2. Therepoit leaves no doubt on our minds 
that there are difficulties in the way of the fur- 
ther progress ol Lioena, and abuses iu its oast 
management, hitherto unknown to us. and much 
to be lamented by the friends of the cause ol 
African Colonization; yet, upon a lull survey of 
all the circumstances, there is every cutouta^.- 
ment to hope that by continued effort, and greater 
watchfulness on the part of those friends, these 
difficulties and abuses will be reformed. The 
history of Colonies, both on this continent and 
elsewhere, show that drawbacks aud discourage 
meuts arc to be expected in their early history. 
The circumstances surrounding Liberia and it* 
people make it reasonable to look for their exil 
teuce in her case. 

3. The report is especially valuable and en 
couraging to the friends of African ColoniZi- 
tion in the entire refutation ol charges made 
against the people and government of Liberia: 
that they were relapsing into barbarism, and 
conniving at the slave trade, if not more directly 
concerned with it — charges made by designing 
men, who ate enemies to this cause from base 
motives, or reckless iu making serious charges 
upon insufficient evidence. 

4. Without enlarging upon the topics here 
merely touched upon, the undersigned would, on 
these grounds, call upon all the friends ol the 
cause, both in this State and elsew here, to be true 
to it, and not to abandon it upon such slight dis 
couragements.

This iDstructiou was based upon the idea that, 
aa the evidence showed the prisoner guilty of 
murder, the jury could not find him guilty of 
mandauplter. 

The Arorney for the Commonwealth called 
the attention ol the Court to the fact that if the 
jury were allowed to find a verdict of not guilty 
upon this indictment, it would operate as a bar 
to a prosecution for every other degree of the 
offense, under the Constitutional provision, and the 
I77tb aection of the Code of Practice, which 
reads as follows: 

«' y 177. Where an offense consists of differ 
ent degrees, a conviction, or acquittal, by judg 
ment upon a verdict, shall be a bar to another 
prosecution for the offense in any of its degrees." 

The Attorney for the Commonwealth insisted, 
further, that the proof of the highest degree of 
the offei-.se did. ut Common Late, authorise the 
jury to find that charged in the indictment, 
though a lower degree of the offense, and that 
the Common Law was re-enacted by the Crim 
inal Code, in sec. £61, which reads as follows: 

261. When the proof shows the defend- 
ant to be guilty of a higher degree of the offense 
than is charged in the indictment, the jury shall 
find him gaMtf of the degree charged iu the 

indictment." 

Notwithstanding that the law is so clear and 
emphatic upon this point, Judge Nutull gave the 
instruction asked for by the counsel of the pris 
oner, and directed the jury to fiud a verdict of 
"not guvty," which they accordingly did without 
retiring .rom the box. Whereupon he had the 
Grand Jury brought before him, and re submitted 
the case to them. They soon afterward returned 
Into court an indictment for murder, to which, in 

section of the Criminal Code, the Attorney for 
the Commonwealth entered a nolle prosqui. 

Thus ended the farce, which always follows the 
tragedy. Here is an instance where a man was ac 
quitted of manslaughter because the Common- 
wealth proved him guilty of murder. Here is, in 
short, an instance where a man whom the 
Judge and the jury believed to be guilty of mur- 
der, was, by reason of the incredible stupidity of 
the Judge, allowed to escape punishment of any 
kind, aud set loose upon society, encouraged by 
his acquittal to renew his outrages. No Judge 
in Kentucky, we venture to say, or in the civil 
lied world, except Judge Nuttall. would have 
been guilty of such an arrant and inexcusable 
blunder, such a disgusting disregard of th° law 
and of common sense and common decency. — 
'low long will the people of this district be com 
pelted to submit to the foolish judgments of such 
an ipnorant Judge? Is there no way of rid- 
ding the Judiciary of the countiy of such a 
Will not Judge Nutull have the 
to resign his office, when he finds that 
,and child, in hisdistrict are 
xlisgustcd with his ignorance, his indolence, and 
his prejudices? 

Judge Nuttall does not pretend to decide ac 
cording to lew, which he is ^sworn truly to ex 
pound and administer. He lias overruled, as he 
tseetiouslv s<»vs, the Code of Practice, as well as 
every sUndard work upon the various branches 
of tbe law, wherever they come in collision with 
his crude and untrained nations of the law, or, 
rather, his prejudices in particular coses. Like 
necessity, which induced a majority of the voters 
in this district to fleet him, he knows no law 
He has often boasted that he never reads law, 
and persists in substituting bis stupid notions of 
law in a district, whose people are heartily sick 
and disgusted with him and bis notions. Tbe
